Litho Clubs, and other lithographic organiza- 
tions and associations took part in the programs 
in many places, helping to bring an awareness 
of the graphic arts forcefully to users of print- 
ing and lithography and to the general public. 

Printing Week, sparked by the International 
Assn. of Printing House Craftsmen, is snow- 
balling year-by-year into a widespread and effec 
tive public relations program for all phases of 
the graphic arts. 

This year, not only were local newspapers, 
radio and television utilized, but a nationwide 
topflight. television network also carried the 
theme with a= special program spotlighting 
America’s freedom of the press. 

Techniques of making the Week more eftec- 
tive are improving, and should continue to make 
the program a valuable one for the industry 


in the future. 


| annual activity which is gain- 


ing every year in putting across an_ effective 
public relations job, (and in this case for offset 
lithography, exclusively) is the annual Litho- 
graphic Awards Competition.

DVERTISING expenditures in the U. S. 
reached a figure in 1952 of more than $7 billion, 
which is over 11 percent higher than the amount 
spent for advertising in 1951. These figures are 
from preliminary estimates announced at the end 
of January by Printers’ Ink, which has these 
figures compiled by the research department of 
McCann-Erickson, Inc. The 1952 estimates are 
subject to some revision when more complete 
returns are in, but are considered indicative of 
the trend. 

Direct mail, the classification in which litho 
graphy would play the largest part, accounted 
for $1,011,400,000, which is 14 percent of the 
total. This is an increase of over 9 percent in 
dollar volume, but a fractional percentage loss 
in relation to the grand total. 

In outdoor advertising, a gain of 8.3 percent 
over 1951 was shown, although this again show- 
ed a fractional decrease, percentagewise, in re 
lation to the grand total. 

These slight drops in percentages of the total 
are due to the continued climb of TV, which 
increased 49.4 percent, to reach $580,100,000. 

Newspapers are in first: place, taking over 
34¢ out of every advertising dollar. Next is 
“miscellaneous”, which covers media difhicult to 
classify. Then, in order, come direct mail, radio, 
magazines, TV, business papers, outdoor, and 
farm papers. 

It was pointed out that much of the increase 
can be attributed to higher television costs, and 
Budgets for 1953 
seem to be holding up, with increases in many 
quarters (MI Jan.). This means a continued 


high level of activity for lithographers.

It would seem that pressmen have 
had trouble in controlling the water 
on tine grains, and that grainers on 
the whole have not used a= micro 
scope and studied the matter well 
enough to produce good fine grains. 


‘This is probably the reason for many 
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pressmen being atraid ot grain that 
doesn't look shiny or granular. 

In the work being described, it was 
necessary to be rather conservative, 
since production always was at stake. 
It would be most interesting to sec 
just how tar one could go with fines 
and finer grains on ordinary zine and 
aluminum plates. There have been 
indications that, when other condi 
tions are good, an exceedingly fine 
grain of the proper kind will work 
out satistactorily and will print sheets

Grain in Platemaking 


Gjrain not only affects press work, 


but also platemaking. Experience 
has shown that a fine grain requires 
a thinner coating of any type than 
does a coarse grain. ‘Vhis difference

curred an important development. in 
the field of map reproduction, namely, 
a procedure of revising the negatives.

Army Engineers Test a New Map Scribing Process 


ot the worst bottlenecks in 
map production in the field, the 
color separation of map manuscripts, 
may be overcome by the plastic serib 
ing process now being tested tor 
military application by the Enginees 
Research and Development Labora 
tories, Fort Belvoir, Virginia. 

In preliminary tests at the Labora 
tories the process has been tound to 
reduce by about percent the 
amount of time required to extract 
trom) a crude map manuscript. the 
detail that is to appear in’ different 
colors on the final map. 

The process is similar to the glass 
plate drafting method originally de 
veloped by the Coast and Creodeti 
Survey and used by many mapping 
agencies.

Basically, this motor driven device comprises a “wheel 
and box” mounted on an axle and set in supporting 
frame.

In days gone by when printing was 
done in a leisurely manner, at slow 
speeds and with a limited number of 
paper surtaces, the simple inks avail 
able could be used with equal suc 
cess on a variety ot jobs. “Voday the 
markedly different.

contrast to the period when letter 


situation is 
press and lithographic presses were 
turning out the bulk of the printed 
matter, today yravure, screen process 
and aniline printing methods have in 
creased their volume substantially 
and are competing vigorously with 
the older processes. Press manufac 
turers in all processes have increased 
press speeds while paper makers have 
devised many new paper surtaces. It 
tollows that these new printing meth 
ods, new papers amd higher press 
speeds must be accompanied by inks 
which are matched to the require- 
ments. Paper is not the only surtace 
to which we apply ink, and to the 
above we must add the problems in 
troduced by such image bases as cloth, 
rubber, metal, cellophane and other 
plastics. 

The success ot the ink chemists in 
formulating inks tor these diverse 
image bases and printing conditions 
has brought about the introduction 
of new vehicles, driers, toners, pig- 
ments, and other colorants. At one 


time the drying of ink was accom 
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plished solely by oxidation, but the 
need for taster drying time under a 
conditions has torced the 


variety ¢ 
introduction of radically difterent 
drying systems and principles. 

Obviously, the knowledge required 
to cope with these new ink develop 
ments must encompass not only the 
details of applying the ink but also 
something ot the chemistry and phy 
sies involved, Compounds that are 
added to inks in a varnish vehicle, 
tor instance, will not work the same 
in-a synthetic vehicle, and may, in 
tact, totally rum the synthetic vehicle 
ink.

be removed when applying the gum, 
tor this may result in gum cracks ap- 
pearing in the halftone areas. Where 
the sponge scrapes the ink trom the 
image the gum will lay directly on the 
lacquer and after once dried it will 
be difficult to remove. Applying too 
heavy a film of gum to the image may 
also cause gum cracks of a different 
nature. These cannot be removed 
because where the gum is too thick it 
will crack open and the plate will 
oxidize in that area and take ink 


when rolled up. 


Last, but not least, careless and too 
frequent wetting of the plate when 
starting may cause plate wear. When 
making ready or when stopping the 
press to make adjustments, the prac 
tice of throwing water onto the damp 
ers or wetting the plate with a sponge 
is often overdone. This extra water 
finds its way to the inking rollers and 
tends to waterlog the ink with the 
result that the image does not roll up 


properly.
